The Massy and Harris Imple- 
|} ment Firms unite in a New 
Company. 

Toronto, May 5.—It is said a big trans- 
action has just been closed here by which 
the Massey Manufacturing company, of 
this city, and the A. Harris Sons & Co's. 
establishment, of Brantford, are to be- 
come one institution. A new company 
has been formed by the heads of these 
two great Canadian agricultural imple- 
meut houses, and they propose to go into 
the manufacture of farm machinery more 
extensively than ever.

Ottawa Notes, 


Ottawa, May 7—In the Senate, Boul- 
ton gave notice of a resolution praying 
that the Imperial Government be pleased 
to grant aid to the Hudson Bay Railway, 
onthe ground that it would be of ma- 
terial aid in supplying feod to Britain in 
case of war, etc. Boulton’s resolutions 
have all a savor of blood and war, and in 
the present instance he has not consulted 
any of the Manitoba members or the 
president of the Hudson Bay railway, 
who is here, in connection with this ac- 
tion.

LETTTR FROM BURNSIDE. 
L. A. Hamilton, Esq. C. P. R. Land 


Cemmissioner, 

Dear Sir,—After a residence in this 
province of 21 years, ani visiting my 
native country, Scotland, last year, after 
an absence of 47 years, and being 27 
years occupied in farming in Gntario with 
fairly good success. I have come to the 
conclusion that Manitoba is the best 
country I have ever seen for farming. 
The past season was an exceptionally dry 
one, in fact the driest I have seen and I 
had a fair crop, especially of wheat. My 
summer fallow went 374 bushels pe- acre, 
and land that I have taken 19 consecu- 
tive crops off without any manure went 
20 bushels per acre, and the land that I 
had summer fallowed two years before, 
and had in crop second year after sum- 
mer fallow, went 27 bushels per acre. I 
may here mention we only plow once for 
summer fallow. Isaw as much work 
put on 20 acres for turnips in England 
and Scotland with gathering weeds, 
stones, etc., besides manure, as we would 
put on 200 acres for wheat here, and the 
past season was an exceptionally tine one 
in Britain. My oats and barley were a 
light crop, not over 20 or 23 bushels per 
acre ; whereas I had 70 bushels of oats 
on the same land the season before. My 
potatoe crop was good, notwithstanding 
the dry season ; but vegetables in general 
were considerably under an average crop. 
Out of 19 crops I only lost one, that 
was in 1874 by grasshoppers ; they took 
my wheat and barley, but I hada fair 
crop of oats and potatoes that year. Ido 
not say that all of Manitoba or North- 
west Territories is as sure for crop as the | 
Portage Plains. but still by mixed farm- 
ing, viz.: raising stock and dairying, with 
some grain, potatoes, etc., any indust- 
rious person vs poTsous can get along fully 
better than in any country T have seen,
